The money was obtained and the 
men were told to meet Baca in a 
room in a hotel at 9 o’clck. 
Officer 
Sena, Court Clerk Sena and Jaram illo 
then secreted themselves in the bath­ 
room adjoining, where they could see 
what took place. 
As soon as the leg­ 
islators had been handed the money, 
the plotters say, they burst into the 
room and the arrests followed.

Morley, the convict, who surrendered 
and was taken back to the peniten­ 
tiary last night, told the story of his 
escape, pursuit and yesterday’s bat­ 
tle. 
He said tho volley from the posse 
in the fight near Gretna first killed 
young Blunt, the 
convicts* 
hostage. 
who was driving 
them 
across 
the 
country. Taylor was the next man 
hit and died in a m om ent without 
saying a word. 
“ Dowd,” said Morley, “shot himself 
in the head when escape was impos­ 
sible. He attem pted to do this earlier 
in tho game, but I knocked his hand 
away and told him that we might as 
well fight it out. 
I fired six more 
shots with my revolver 
and 
then 
jumped out of the wagon and raised 
my hands above* my head and ran 
toward the posse. 
“ Deputy Sin rifT Elkenberry caught 
me by the collar and he and Sheriff 
Myers saved my life. The men in the 
lead in the buggy wanted to shoot me 
after I had given up, but the officers 
would not let them.

“We silent Sunday night on the way 
from Prairie Home,” said Morley, iii 
recounting 
the 
experiences leading 
up to the battle. 
“W e stopped at 
tho home of a 
farm er, Elm er Hall, and ate there. 
We left them tied up and also cut 
their telephone wires. 
Near there we 
stole a hand car.
